BLINDNESS IN’ CHINA,. 
INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE TO. BE 
_ sFORMED * 


A prolittinary, “weeting for. the forma. | 
tion of an Intérnagional League for the 
‘Prevention of Blindness in China wag | 
hell recently -at the Peiyang Naval 
Medical College, Tientsin, |-Many Chi-: 
Pnese and. foreign medical” men, were pre- 
sent with a fair sprinkling of. laymen. 
The proposition, was expounded by Dr. 
Lossouarn who gave in a‘ comprehensive 
address the main causes of blindness in| 
China, at the conclusion of which it was 
devided (unanimously to form such ‘a 
League, A small committee was .there- 
upon formed to draw up rules and regula- 
tions, ; 


Dr. Lossouarn, introduced “by the 
French Consul who acted as Chairman, 
aaid: 

Our meeting has been called for the 
purpose of establishing an International 
League for the Hrevention of Blindness 
in China, = This will he the uim of the 
new League or Society. The frequency 
of blindness in China issa well known 
fact, in all Dispensaries and Hospitals | 
where the treatment of eye affections out- 
numbars all other cases. 4 

Contrury, to observations made- in 
Europe, it is found, that generally the 
cornea is the most affected part, with 
diminution of sight or often with total 
blindness, 

Blindness is originated by two causes— 
“those observed all-over the world and} 
those of this country, which originate 
mainly through’ the 
‘cleanliness, Blennorrhagea, is, in pro- 
portion, not so gteat a factor here in eye | 
affections, though it: is quite a” surprise | 
to those who know the carelessness of the 
natives affiicted with this sickness. Be- 
sides, the usual care given everywhere 
ta the new born babies, “is "absolutely 
never applied. here in China. Dr. Gordon 
O'Neill also believes that hlennorrhagen 
of the eye is not so dangerous to the 
natives and a. relatively easy’ cure may 
be obtained. ae ‘ 

‘THE CASE OF TRACHOMA. 


But Jet us go into the imatter of 
Lrachome, which in many cases ig car- 
ried” fromm a sick eye to a healthy onc, 
bevit by hand,’ a ‘handkerchief or other 
wilet appliances. The unhygienic habit 
of amahs, or even mothers, in cleaning 
their babies’ eyes with their own hanu- 
kerchiefs will account much for thé tre- 
quency of trachoma. Furthermore, thers 
are many other agents carrying trachoma 
to sound cyes. Just go to a native bur- 
ber: shop, even here in the settlements, 
and you will notice, that generally after 
his shave, the customer gets. his fuce 
massage, ending with. the interior eye-lid 
of the customer heiug torn down by the 
barbor, who uses his razor, which is never 
disinfected, to yive with its tail end a 
few inassage, strokes on ‘the conjunctives, 
though the tail of the razor ‘is only sup- 
posed to. serve for the opening. ombslding 
of the blade Thus. this razof never 
sterilized aud dirty from former custon- 
ers, will spread disease to another man. 

‘China is too vast a country, the climate 
too different, the population tov hetero. 
geneous, for trachoma to affect the whole 
country in the same way. We may as- 
sume that in different a strict trachoma- 
tous morbidity will also greatly vary. 
There are, quite a lot. of other agents 
causing blifidness in Iurope, as well as 
in China.y Every day we see people suf. 
fering froin infammation of the lachryma! 
ducts, The least crosion from the cornea 
into the eye can cause an abcess and 
destruction of the visual organs. We 
repeat here again, that the native cure 
consists in touching the affected parts 
with their finger-nails, a blade, a hantl- 
kerchief or é¥Ven‘2 pin, which, once intro- 
duced into the ey, trequently produces 
Superficial wounds on the cornea, ‘giving 
thus access to morbid germs froin the 
naso-lacrymal ducts. ena ; 

Furthermore, we have-to study w more 
disastrous disease spread all uver Chinay 
which exacts heavice tolls thin floods or 
war and which, contrary to what happens 
in Western countries, does x very enor- 
mous mischief to the eyes—I mean syphi- 
lis. I observe nearly every week some, 
“ndividual aMicted with atrophy of the 
optic nerve or neuritis.due to this sick: 
ness. Al] our studeats, when confronted’ 
with such a case, recognize the disease im- 
mediately. It is such a common diagno- 
sis that they seem to, lose their "medical 
Cagernesa and medical] pride when con- 
sulting upon such eases’ The sick gener- 
ally consult us at such 2 time, when help 
. is hopeless and it is very ‘sad for us to 
}see the large open eyes, apparently in 
good health but ‘entirely blind. Some- 
times children, 7 to 15 years old, suffer- 
ing throogh their parents’ sickness aro

we find their cornea catirely infiltrated.

There ingredients,'as analyzed hy Dr, 
Lespinasse, Professor of the® Pei Yang 
Medical College, though presented as dif- 
ferent makes or under diffcrent labels, 
gonerally have the sanre unpleasant odour 
yeaa : ‘ : 
with no'definite smell, like a mixture ot 
camphor, menthol or musk. The principal 
elements are: prophyrized exle-carbonate, 
unrefined menthol and sodium chloride, 
With exgeriments on rabbits it was im: 
possible to ascertain, even after several 
applications of these powders, any re- 
action caused hy the same, The powder 
remained concentrated in the infrrie 
cul de sue like an aeeumulation of some 
chewing gum, To men, these powders 
ive for a short while the sensation of 
freshness. They remain for several hours 


between the, conjunctives’ and are only 


removed by ‘the continual movements of 
the cye-lids oy rubbing of 'the eye.’ The 
firat application: produces only a slight 
congestion af the inferior palpebral con, 
junctive and ascularisation of the vor- 
responding bulber conjunctive, T did not 
dare. to continue these experiments,'on 
myself any longer. . wee cers : 
hey are incomplete yt it is interest- 
ing to note the absence of all -phenomena 
onthe rabbit, compared with. the quick 
reaction produced: on men, 1 may men- 
tion that the powder was not applied in 
the mannér as used by the native and 
addicts: and that for such a trial a 
healthy eye has been. chosen, which had 
stil] its inherent .pawer of resistance. 
Qur conclusions became more convincing 
after haying examined several, hundred 
sufferers, ‘principally those ‘who declared 
themselves addicts to those native pow- 
ders. P 
During May lovt, Dr. Wang told me 
of the great number of eye affections 


T amongst about 500 children, who work in 


the factory of S. E. Wang Ke Ming. The 


predecessor of Dr, Whng had been dis-’ 


missed, as about 30 children became 
totally blind within a few months, We 
examined, ‘together with Dr, Kaisin and 
Dr, Wang, these poor children, who mosi- 
ly had very-serious ovular lesions, It was 
a very sad sight for us that whole after. 
moon, We soon found amongst most of 
them affections due to these! native pow: 
ders and may of.these children admitter 
having used the same. . 


. CHILDREN IN) FACTORIES. 


Dr. Wang forbade the’ use ‘of these 
powders, threatening to sever his. con- 
nection with thefactory, tf other medi- 
cines than those’ prescribed hy himself 
were used in future, «The management 
agreed with him that all outyide parcels 
should be examined and these drugs de- 
tairied. He also'had-to dismiss ten child- 
ren, ‘as ‘their sight ‘was. nearly lost. The 
result of these measures was, splendid. 
One ‘month later, out of 46 eye affections 
there remained but about 20 suffering 
children. This was an agreeable surprise 
for Dr. Knisin and myself and we, there- 
fore. visited this factory. agnin in August. 
What a‘ surprise to find, only, ene child 
with serious lesions, The affected ones 
became less and fess and we noticz:d only 


one case of cornea Iesions, onc phiycten,' 


which was healed in about two weeks, 
These observations encouraged us to 
continue our researches and thanks to 
the kindness of the compradore of the 
Banque de 'fndo-Chine, Mr. Lin Hsiang, 
we obtained the permission to visit the 
Cotton Mill of the Pei’.Yang merchants.

survey, We found the same: lesions as 
on our first visit to Dr. ‘Wang's factory. 
Always ‘suffering faces,., contracted and 
light shy with coloration of the lowér con- 
junctivita.. The-native physician showed 
us hiy medicines and the instruments with 
which he applied the powders.

Or 
what ‘nbout some dirty, wet cloth used 
to wipe the corneal ° : “ 
f CLIMATIC CONDITIONS. 

* Other causes, common to ‘this country, 
are. preferred as producing blindness, 
¥irst of all the climatic conditions: wind, 
dust, «dryness, heat, hurnidity, cold, sun- 
shine, etc. This ‘etiology can not be‘dis- 
cussed at Jength,.as China ‘is too large‘a 
country, with too man¥ different climates 
Prevailing, for the aforesaid elements to 


tota! obstruction to sight. pay such 2° great part in eye diseases. 


Yet all these facts’cannot account for 
the great frequency of -blindness and 
ocular defects in ‘China. For | several 
years, especially since 1921, all the sick 
in the Pei Yang:Hospital have been not 
only examined as regards their lesional 
but also with regard to the causal diagno- 
sis. Before registering the pathological 
case with those due tovunknown causes 
in Europe—we at once -eliminate:the pos- 
sibility of trachoma, dacryocystitis, con- 
junctivitis (through bacterial examina- 
tion). When the sickness cannot he re- 
gistered'as a known one, the patient is 
questioned and ‘in most cases we-hear that 
he bas been making use ofnative: drugs.

Should’ our enden- 
vours ,only consist in preparing the field 
for our successors, to. permit them to 
reach our object, , tho establishing of .s 
League for the Prevention of Blundness 
in China‘ should be at once adopted. . Is 
it not neceseary for all enterprises to 
study the elements of the problem hefore 
the realisation of our nim and results
